Philemon was the fon of a very opulent tradeſman, 


who had acquifęd an ample fortune; ſo very avaricious 


that his gold was his god. — but his fon was of a dif- 
ferent diſpoſition, was open and generous, and joined 
to a tolerable education, a good natural underſtanding, 
and a ſweetneſs of diſpoſition that rendered him 
agreeable. wherever he came; he was about twenty, of 
the middling ſtature, florid complexion, fine black 
eyes and hair, and every way ee. 


| This young man uſed often to walk in the fields to 
read and contemplate the beauties of Nature, who has 
been very liberal in her favours to the county of De- 
von; hills, dales, woods, rivers and the main ocean, 
diverſify the proſpects, and plenty of fiſn, fleſh, and 
fowl, for food, ſupply the markets, while her ſmiling 
fields are covered with the rich gifts of Ceres.
